HE General Aſſembly conſidering, that the Aſſembly held 

in the Year 1709, did, by their AR dated the 25th Day 

of April that Year, diſcharge any more Precepts to be drawn, 

till all former Debts of the Chu: ch were paid, and all Precepts 


ordered, or drawn before that Time, were declared payable. 


out of the Equivalent, according to the Order of their Dates ; 
And the ſaid Act appoints, That her Majeſty's yearly Allow- 
ance to the Church, be in the firſt Place applied tor defraying 
the Charges of the Church, for that particular Year for which 
it-is given ; and if there be any Remains, that the ſame be ap- 
plied for Payment of the Church's Debts for preceeding Years, 
according to the Order of Ranking ſet down in the Act of the 
Commiſſion, dated the 7th Day of Zanuary 1707; and the 
Church's Receiver is appointed to apply the ſaid Money in the 
Manner and Order above preſcribed; and that fo ſoon as the 
Money comes to his Hands, he put ſpme thereof yearly in the 
Hands of one of the Agents for the Church, to be given out 
by him for the incident Charges of the Church, for which he 


ſhall be accountable to each General Aſſembly. And the Ge- 


neral Aſſembly finding it neceſſary, that the ſaid Rules be fur- 


ther explained and extended, and that the proper Uſes to 


which the public Money ſhould be applied, be fixed and de- 
termined, and. that a certain Proportion thereof yearly be al- 
lotted for the incident Charges of the Church's Affairs, and 
that ſuch other Orders be laid down, as that the preſſing Af- 


fairs of the Church may not be retarded for Want of Money 


to expede the ſame ; therefore the General Aſſembly does 


hereby enact and appoint, Firſt, That of her Majeſty's yearly 


Allowance, for defraying the public Charges of the Church's 


Affairs, and the Salaries of the Church's publicServants, there 
be always the Sum of 100 J. Sterling Money in Reſerve, for 
anſwering any extraordinary Emergencies in the Church's At- 


fairs. Secondly, That no Commiſſion of any General Al- 


ſembly 
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ſembly in Time coming ſhall have Power, and they are here- 
by diſcharged to diſpoſe of any more of the Church's Money, 
but of one Year's Allowance only, reckoning the Commence- 
ment of -the Year, as the ſame is fixed by her Majeſty's 
Grant, viz. from the 24th Day of June in the Year preceed- 
ing: And the Commiſſion of this Aſſembly is hereby allowed 
only to diſpoſe of what is untouched of this Year's Allowance, 
reckoning the Commencement from the 24th Day of June 
lat bypaſt, that thereby the next General Aſſembly, and every 
ſubſequent General Aſſembly of this Church, and their Com- 
miſſions, may have one Year's Allowance entire, without any 
Anticipations or Eneroachments by preceeding Aſſemblies or 
Commiſſions, to defray the neceſſary Charges of the Church, 
during the Time of their Adminiſtration. Thirdly, The Ge- 
neral Aſſembly appoints, that each Vear's Allowance be ap® 
plied in the firſt Place for defraying the ſtated annual Charges 
of the Church quarterly; and the neceſſary Exigencies of each 
particular Year, that is, in ſuch Matters only as during the 
Time of every Commiſſion's Adminiſtration ſhall occur, which 
do immediately and directly concern the public Intereſt of the 
whole Church in general; and any Arrears of theſe that ſhall 
happen to be reſting : And in the next Place, for Payment of 
the other bygone Debts of the Church then reſting, according 
to the aforeſaid Order of Ranking already eſtabliſhed; and 
the General Aſſembly diſcharges any new Orders to be given, 
or Precepts to be drawn upon any other Accounts, until all the 
Church's-bygone Debts be paid; but after Payment of all pri- 
or Debts, the General Aſſembly allows the ſeveral Commiſſi- 
ons to heſtow that which remains of each Year's Allowance, 
to ſuch other Uſes of the Church as they ſhall judge moſt pro- 
per. Fourthly, The General Aſſembly hereby provides and 
declares, That no Appointments on the Procurator, or Agents 
for the Church, to manage Proceſſes for particular Synods, 
Presbyteries, or Miniſters, ſhall, in Time coming, warrand 
the Agents to lay out any Money thereupon, except there be 
a ſpecial Order of a General Aſſembly, agreeable to the pre- 
ſent Rules, expreſsly appointing them to that Effect. Fifthly, 
The General Aſſembly appoints, that 12 J. 10s, Sterling Mo- 
ney quarterly, as the Church's Money comes in, be lodged in 
the Hands of one of the Agents for the Church, for defray- 
ing the ſaid incident Charges, for which they are hereby or- 
dered to make an Account at each General Aſſembly; and if 
any Balance ſhall be found due to them, the ſame ſhall be paid 
to them, and the Sum of 12/7.
